Selectmen promise 
speeding enforcement 


“We feel the enforcement is 
putrid!" 

The words of Selectman James 
Miceli brought applause Tuesday 
evening at a meeting of Glen Road 
area residents concerned with safety 
of school children on Glen Road. 

The principal topic for the evening 
was sidewalks, but since the basic 
concern was for safety, the dis- 
cussions also turned to speeding. 

Selectman Dan Gillis promised that 
before many months have passed, 
people will be going slower in 
Wilmington He said that the 
selectmen were putting on a big push 
on speeding enforcement. 

After some other discussion, the 
topic speeding came up.again. Miceli, 
mincing no words, reiterated what 
Gillis had said, 

The meeting was chaired by Tony 
Vitale, chairman of the Parents 
Concerned for School Safety Com- 
mittee. George Boylen, chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen was the open- 
ing speaker. He told the residents 

the history of the town, Silver 

residents had traditionally 
received the fewest improvements, in 
relation to the other parts of town. He 
said that.only when the area residents 
banded together did they get a school. 
He ‘said: that the ‘residents: must 
become a cohesive political force in 
town if they’ were to achieve their ob- 
jectives. 

Vitale then told the meeting about 
the meandering sidewalk in Bedford. 
He said that he hoped a similar 
sidewalk could be constructed along 
Glen Road. He said there would be no 
widening of the road, and no damage 
to the environment. 

Vitali said that there would be a 
guard rail along the road where need- 
ed to protect the pedestrians on the 
sidewalk. 

Town Engineer Robert Higgins 
presented a map of the road in six 
parts. He explained that it was a 
county map of 1959, so that some 
houses were not. shown. The map 
showed the proposed path of the 
sidewalk, along the north side of the 
road. 

He also had a 1976 aerial view of the 
road. 5 

He said that the engifieering of the 


sidewalk could begin in April, ance 
the town meeting approves the 
necessary funding. He said that the 
funding, if voted by the town meeting 
would become available on July 1. amd 
that construction could probably start 
about then. 

Mrs. Marjorie Larivee asked if amy 
town official present could say where 
the town got the money for the cur- 
bing already installed on Glen Read 
between Middlesex Avenue and 
Lawrence Street. If no town meeting 
vote.was needed for that, she wanted 
to know, why was a town meeting 
needed for the sidewalks now 
proposed? 

Miceli told Mrs. Larivee that he 
believed the money had come from 
available highway funds, bat that 
there would not be enough to build 
sidewalks for the entire length of Glen 
Road. 

Mrs. Larivee then told the assemubity 
that she would allow the town tomewe 
her stone wall back if it were 
necessary in order to build the 
sidewalks. 

Later in the meeting, she said that 
she would not want the sidewalk built 
on the inside curve of the stone waill 
It would make the fromt yard a 
playground, she said. 

Vitale -resuttied his presentation, 
saying that for the first time, the peo- 
ple involved on the road would be kay- 
ing out the sidewalk. “Other roaiis im 
this town have been done ugly. This 
road will not be ugly,” he said. Vitale 


No funds from 
Public Works program 


The Town of Wilmington has failed 
in its attempts to secure funding far 
water and sewer projects under the 
Public Works Employment Act 

Town Manager Sterling Morris said 
that the grants have been listed im the 
Federal Register, and that 
Wilmington was not among the 
recipients. Wilmington had sought 
$2,191,000 under the program. 

Morris said that the town had met 
received any official word, but with 
the listings announced in the Federal 
Register, he did not expect any gramt 
to be forthcoming. 
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Glen Road 
closing re-modified 


Wilmington selectmen Monday 
night changed the hours of the Glen 
Road closing fos school travel safety 
purposes. The road is now to be clos- 
ed from 7:30 to 9a.m. and from 2:30 to 
3:30 p.m. 

Glen Road residents appeared 
before the selectmen Monday ‘night 
asking that the ban be moved 
7:30. Mrs. Maureen Ahern said that a 
one-day trial was insufficient time to 
tell whether the closing would affect 
traffic flow. If an extra 150 cars were 
using Glen Road in that half hour, she 
said, then it was all the more reason 
to close the road. 

The change returns the hours to 
those originally voted on December 6. 
The following week, the closing was 
modified to close the road between 8 
and 9 a.m., allowing traffic on the 
road between 7:30 and 8 a.m. That 
change was voted after the town 
manager told the selectmen that traf- 
fic had become snarled on Main 
Street. The extra traffic flow on Glen 
Road would alleviate that problem. 


Selectmen 


Town Manager Sterling Morris’ 
salary came under scrutiny Monday. 
evening as the Board of Selectmen 
discussed his work and the merits of 
granting him a raise. Despite the 
strong vocal opposition issued by 
Selectman Dan Gillis, the board voted 
three to two to support a pay raise for 
Morris in the town meeting. 

Gillis said, of the Town Manager's 
work, “‘I don’t think it's as good as it 
should be."’ 

Gillis said that he likes Sterling as 
an individual, but that performance is 
another thing. 

Selectman Aldo Caira asked about 
cost of living raises, saying, ‘I 
wonder of these things are 
automatic." 

Gillis said there were too many $30,- 
00 to $50,000 salaries being supported 
by $400, $500 and $10,000 salaries in 
town.

The board also reviewed the propos- 
ed sign by-law with Planning Aide 
Madelyn McKie and members of the 
Planning Board. 

Members of the Wilmington 
Recreation Commission appeared 
before the board to discuss the! 
possibilities of developing a recrea- 
tion complex for the town. 

Recreation Commission chairman 
Jack Cushing said that his group had 
long wanted a facility. He indicated 
his willingness to conduct a study. 

Miceli said that he hoped something 
could be planned that could be built in 
stages. 

Boylen proposed that they ask for 
$50,000, with an eye toward developing 
the Salem Street site purchased in re- 
cent years for a new high school. 

Caira had a newspaper clipping tell- 
ing of a $430,000 project in Bedford, 
for which there was an 80 per cent 
reimbursement, he said, then correc- 
ting himself to say 89 per cent. 

“We blame kids for doing things, 
but-what do we offer them.” Caira 
said, | 

The town manager said that $10,000 
would be needed for a study. Once a 
study is done, he said, then the town 
can seek matching funds for the ac- 
tual construction.

Silverman’s techniques 
make him a favorite 


by Thayer Williams 

Herbert Silverman is a music 
teacher who uses unusual techniques 
with his students. 

As Director of Music Education 
Curriculum at Northeastern Universi- 
ty, Silverman has his students learn 
their instruments in heterogeneous 
ensemble classes. Students of all the 
basic orchestral instruments, 
keyboard, brass, percussion, string 
and woodwind, sit together in ensem- 
ble. 

This is to show students effectively 
how to demonstrate and téach 
ensembles. The classes are designed 
to duplicate the experience of direc- 
ting bands and orchestras, involving 
skills of instrumentation, arranging 
and conducting 

His ideas also make him one of the 
favorite teachers of symphony and 
music theory 

Dr. Silverman, who was born in 
Boston, chose a career in music 
because “when you choose to do 
something in life, you do something 
that you are successful in; I happen to 
be successful in music!” 

‘At the age of five, Dr. Silverman 
started playing the trumpet. In high 
school his real aim was to become a 
performer. 

But he noticed that he was getting 
bald and feared, with that handicap, 
that he would never come through as a 
celebrity. Thanks to a path teacher 
who talked him into staying through 
high school graduation, he could aim 
to teach music as a better career. 

He began by attending the New 
England Conservatory of Music and 
got his degree in 1939. There he 
developed the unusual music teaching 
technique. ‘‘In the depression, nobody 
had the money to teach each child an 
instrument. So it was cheaper to 
teach a group all instruments," he 
said. 


He continued by going to Harvard 
University Graduate School of Educa 
tion to get his Masters Degree and 
went to Boston University Graduate 
School of Education in 1954 for his 
doctorate. 

Dr. Silverman began teaching at 
Malden Public Schools and became a 
director there 

His college and university teaching 
began at Boston University-College of 
Music where he was Associate Direc- 
tor and visiting lecturer /professor. 

At The New England Conservatory. 
he participated in the senior faculty 
and became Associate Director of 
Masters Teacher Workshops from 
1961 to 1963. 

Dr. Silverman has been at 
Northeastern from 1967-75 end now is 
director of music curriculum- 
education. 

He also directed the N.U. Chorus, a 
small singing group for performances 
with Boston Opera Company and 
Boston ““Pops."’ He also took the 
group to Poland 

He has conducted in different states 
in the Northeast, attanding various 
music festivals and being a guest lec- 
turer at a high school in New York 

Not only did he write books on his 
music technique, but he was director 
of music of Catholic Youth 
Organizations 

When asked what his most rewar- 
ding experience has been, he replied, 
“When the Malden Public School 
presented me with this play, “This is 
Your Life, Dr. Silverman,” in my 
honor."* 

Dr. Silverman lives with his wife, 
Irene and has five children. Two of 
the children, Andrea and Diane, at- 
tend Northeastern University in 
Boston 

Silverman's oldest son, Richard 
teaches music in the Chelmsford 
school system

As 1977 opens its calendar the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority is the predominant means 
of transportation in Eastern 
Massachusetts. There are both train 
and bus services to Wilmington 
Square. Only a few days ago the 
MBTA purchased the tracks to 
Wilmington. The railroad tracks 
through North Wilmington were 
purchased some months ago. 

The ideas behind the current mass 
transit plans are good. The planned 
rapid rail transport has much to com: 
mend it, and one can only hope it 
succeeds - in spite of what this column 
has had to say about the Burlington 
Avenue bridge lifting. for the Concord 
route 

Mass transportation is a part of the 
answer to the current oil problem and 
one can only wish it well. To persuade 
commuters not to drive to Boston is 
the problem. But it is not the only 
one. 

‘The MBTA has inherited an incredi- 
ble employment situation. Part of it 
stems back to the old Boston El, and 
part of it comes from having purchas- 
ed bus lines which were privately 
owned and operated. Another part is 
just plain politics. There are 27 un-

ions with which management has to 
deal. 

Management, of course, is the 
public, and it is the taxpayers who pay 
for the MBTA. The towns and cities 
have to subsidize it. 

Ten or twelve years ago the subsidy 
was about $20 million. A year ago it 
was $140 million 

In Wilmington the expenses have 
grown from $158,981 in 1975 to an es- 
timated $220,000 this year. 

It is difficult to begrudge the money 
for the train service, with the planned 
improvements that should be used by 
the public 

The bus service is not the same. 
When the bus service was taken over 
the company was losing money. 
There has been a constant drain ever 
since. The MBTA is forced to con- 
tinue the service, but many of the 
buses that leave Wilmington toward 
Boston have no passengers at all 

The drivers are the highest paid bus 
drivers in the world - $7 an hour, base 
pay, according to one Boston 
newspaper. A further thought is that 
the union contracts call for the same 
pay to school bus drivers in all the 
communities that the MBTA buses 
serve - a spreading symptom
